LONDON, June 17.—A big 
force of British four-engined 
bombers carried the greatest 
sustained aerial offensive 
against Germany of the war 
through its sixth night last 
night with a block-buster as- 
sault on Cologne, industrial 
capital of the Rhineland and 
third largest city in the Reich. 

Unofficial sources estimated 
that British, Canadian and Amer- 
ican bombers in the past six days 
and nights have cascaded 7,000 
tons of high explosive bombs, in 
addition to thousands of incen- 
diaries, on some of Germany's 
main arms and U.boat centres. 

A German communique broad- 
cast by radio Berlin said British 
bombers caused damage and cas- 
ualties in Cologne. Four hospitals 
and three churches were hit, the 
communique claimed, Other air- 
craft, flying singly, made nuisance 
raids on northern Germany, it was 
reported.

Government Rubber Plant 
To Supply Canada’s Needs 
In Both Peace and War 


By FRANK FLAHERTY 
OTTAWA, June 17.—(CP)—All the rubber Canada 
needs for war and all that is likely to be needed after the war 
will be rade at Sarnia, in a government-owned plant, Muni- 


tions Minister Howe yesterday told the House of Commons. 
plant * 


The artificiel rubber 
there will prbably be in full op- 
eration by next November on its 
Program of an annual production 
of 34,000 tons of “Bune S$” rubber, 
suitable for tires, and 8,000 tons 
of Buty! rubber, suitable for other 
industrial uses. 

Mr. Howe's statement on the rub- 
ber program came in answer to 
questions on his departmental war 
appropriations. 

The. minister's remarks about 


synthetic rubber production includ- 
ed the following: 


FOR PEACE OR WAR 

1—The policy of the present gov- 
ernment is to continue government 
operation of the Sarnia plant for 
war and for peace; 

2—In choosing petroleum @s a 
base instead of alcohol from grain, 
the government followed the deci- 
sion of the United States and took 
the cheapest and the quickest 
method; 

3—AIl the existing alcohol plants 
in Canada would not produce one- 
third of the alcohol required by the 
rubber program; 

4—Production from petroleum 
does not reduce the supply of 
gasoline and fuel oil, since only 
the higher “fractions” are taken 
and the gasoline left is just as 
good, though it may not be quite 
as quick in starting a car; 

§—To produce rubber from grain 
alcohol at the same cost as from 
petroleum, it would be necessary to 
buy wheat delivered at the plant at 
from 25 to 30 cents a bushel; 

@—Tests to date indicate “Buna 
S$" rubber tires will last 95 per 
cent as long as natural rubber 
tires; and it is expected that after 
further experimentation it will be 
possible to produce a better tire 
en is possible from natural rub- 
er. 


MAIN INGREDIENTS 

The two principal ingredients of 
synthetic rubber, said the minister, 
are butadine and styrene. Buta- 
diene may be made from either 
alcohol or petroleum. It was found, 
however, that the cost of building 
plants to make alcohol and then a 
plant to produce butadiene from al- 
cohol would be greater than that of 
a plant to produce from petroleum. 

In addition, by using petroleum 
in the cracking process, ethylene— 
the principal base for styrene—was 
obtained, as well as isobutylene, 
the base material for butyl rubber. 


Other ingredients of styrene 
came from the by-products of 
the steel industry. The styrene 
plant would probably start about 
duly 1, the minister said. 

It would not be possible to oper- 
ate the co-polymer in which would 
be performed the expensive pro- 
cess of polymerizing the two pro- 
ducts into rubber until butadiene 
could be obtained. 


If butadiene could be obtained 
from the United States, the rubber 
plant could be going on 25-per-cent 
capacity by the end of August, Mr. 
Howe told the house. The Canadian 
butadiene plant had been held up 
by difficulty in getting equipment 
and would not be going before Sep- 
tember or October, but by Novem- 
ber the whole combination would 
be in full-scale operation. 


ASKS ABOUT FUTURE 
J. G. Diefenbaker (Prog. Con. 


Lake Centre) asked specifically 
about the plant's future because, he 
said, there were reports of a secret 
agreement to destroy artificial 
rubber plants in the United States 
after the war. 

Mr, Howe said he had never 
heard of any such agreement and 
didn’t think a public man need 
deny everything that was read in 
the papers. 

“) have said already that the 
plant at Sarnia is exclusively the 
property of the government of 

Canada,’ he said. “It will be op- 
erated by the government of 
Canada. Its products will be at 
the disposal of the government 
of Canada. They will be owned 
by the government of Canada and 
they will be sold in the interests 
of the government of Canada.” 
The minister said Canada’s peace- 

time rubber requirements are about 
30,000 tons a year. Hence, the pro- 
duction at Sarnia would meet 
peacetime needs with a margin left 
for expansion. 


INVEST $46,000,000 


At another point in his speech 
Mr. Howe said the government's 
investment in the plant is between 
$40,000,000 and $45,000,000 and that 
when the plant is finished govern- 
ment investment will be finished. 
Further expansion is not contem- 
plated but if any private industry 
decided to carry on the government 
would have no objection. 

No estimate of the cost of pro- 
during synthetic rubber was yet 
possible, he told the house, but he 
said it was believed it could be pro- 
duced at a price competitive with 
natural rubber over a period of 
years, especially in view of the 
fact that it would be a superior 
product.

MEMBERS APPLAUD 

As. government members ap- 
plauded, Mr. Howe said he had ob- 
tained the services of men best 
qualified by experience. 

“It is all very well for a man with 
my honorable friend's experience 
to get up and sneer,” Mr.* Howe 
said. If he (Mr. Howe) had made a 
success of the portfolio he held it 
had been due to the devotion of 
men _ associated with him. F 

Mr. Knowles said he had not 
sneered, and he had not objected 
to the minister engaging men of ex- 
perience. 

Mr. Howe said a crown com- 
pany, Citadel Merchandising Ltd., 
was the custodian of machine 
tools worth $150,000,000 in the 
form of a pool from which sup- 
plies went to plants as needed. 
After the war this company’s 
position doubtless would change, 
but it probably would remain 
custodian of the tools. 

Another crown company, Re- 
search Enterprises Ltd, should 
have post-war value in the pro- 
duction of optical glass, along with 
some other of its products. 

The government plants were man- 
ned by the cream of Canada’s in- 
dustrial talent, and it was apparent 
this talent would not be available 
to the government when these men 
returned to their private under- 
takings. 

OWNERSHIP UNIMPORTANT 

Mr. Howe said no study had been 
made as to whether the plants 
should be publicly or privately 
owned after the war, and he did 
not think this question was import- 
ant. Some privately-owned plants 
were more efficient than those gov- 
ernment-owned, and some were not. 
Privately-owned plants not being 
operated efficiently, in the govern- 
ment’s view, had been taken over.

Canadian, U.S. 
Wheat Policies 
Are Questioned 


OTTAWA, June 17—(CP)— 
Senator A. D. McRee (Prog. Con., 
British Columbia), yesterday ask- 
ed in the upper house why United 
States farmers were being bonus- 
ed to increase production of 
wheat while Canadien farmers 
were bonused te cut dewn wheat 
acreage. 

Assurances had been given that 
the most complete understanding 
and agreement exists between ihe 
governments of Canada and the 
United States for the production of 
food stuffs, Senator McRae said.

Senator McRae said he based nis 
remarks on a recent article in a 
western trade journal. He asked 
that the government make a full 
statement on the matter. 

Senator J. H. King (Lib, Brit- 
ish Columbia) government leader, 
replied that the governments of 
Canada and the United States 
have been collaborating on most 
of their war activities. He was 
satisfied there had been confer- 
ences between the Canadian and 
American departments of agri- 
culture and that certain lines of 
policy had been sdopted.

More Training Needed? 


Referring to accidents on the street 
railway, which have been unusually fre- 
quent in recent months, the city commis- 
sioners reported to council: 

“Practically all of these accidents re- 
sulted from failure on the part of the op- 
erator to observe standard regulations, 
and nine of the men have been dismissed 
from the service. All of the others in- 
volved have been disciplined under the 
regular departmental disciplinary meas- 
ures.” 


_ Those involved in the accidents, it was 
explained, were new men, who had been 
given the usual three weeks’ training under 
competent instructors. The pretty direct 
inference would seem to be that a three 
week training period is not long enough. 
Had only one or two failed to do the right 
thing at the right time this could be put 
down as due to temperament, but where 80 
many made mistakes that explanation does 
not fit. 

To navigate a street car safely in con- 
ditions which are steadily becoming more 
congested—and more confusing to a new 
man—the operator must not only know 
the rules, but must be experienced enough 
to do automatically whatever the situation 
calls for. Six weeks would not seem to be 
an unduly long time to give a recruit in 
which to learn this skill under the watch- 
ful eye of a motorman who has spent years 
at the controls. = 


In North Africa 


There is little surprise in the news that 
King George is paying a visit to the Allied 
forces inf North Africa. That is what he 
might be expected to do. His father spent 
some time with the British and Allied 
troops in France during the last war. His 
advisers would not of course have sanc- 
tioned this visit unless confident that the 
journey could be made safely, for it is their 
business to prevent the King risking his 
life needlessly or without purpose. It would 
have been a happy circumstance if Presi- 
dent Roosevelt had been able to go to Al- 
giers at this time, thus renewing the ac- 
quaintance made at Washington four 
years ago. 

All that the visit of President Roosevelt 
meant to the United States soldiers in 
North Africa last January, the presence 
of the King means to the Empire soldiers 
now there. Reciprocally, the cordial greet- 
ings accorded the President by the British 
troops will be echoed in the greetings to 
the King from their American comrades. 
In their capacity as the official heads of 
the Empire and the Republic, the King and 
the President symbolize the unity of 
thought, purposes and action without 
which the liberty of mankind would stand 
in deadly peril today—and through which 
world freedom can be made for all time 
secure. The men who have offered their 
lives for this cause understand that basic 
fact, in Africa as elsewhere. 

To the French soldiers and patriots ‘in 
France and its colonies, this unity carries 
the hope of restored freedom, sovereignty 
and prestige. The present occasion would 
for them be doubly memorable if it marked 
the closing of the breach between De 
Gaulle and Giraud and the uniting of free- 
dom-loving Frenchmen against the despoil- 
ers of the motherland.

As a matter of fact, Alberta poli- 
tics have given birth to more new 
parties than any other place in 
the world except France. 

During the past 20 years Alberta 
has been the birthplace of the 
United Farmers of Alberta, the Co- 
Operative Commonwealth Federa- 
tion, the Social Credit League, the 
Unity Movement, the Independent 
Movement and the Independent 
Citizens’ Association, to say noth- 
ing of the Economic League of Al- 
berta which enjoyed a dubious life- 
time of about 30 days.

feed troughs, access roads, etc.; 
also Navy Dump Truck No. 18924, 
driven on a recent afternoon by 
sailor L. Bartels and carrying 1,400 
pounds of slop from the camp in 
one morning alone. 

The garbage in itself is not to be 
sneezed at as hog feed—full of 
peas, beans, and a lot of food which 
looked as if it had been dumped 
out of navy kitchens, some of it 
ugtouched. According to Bartels, 
trucks make three trips a day to 
the hog farm, Capt. Ware says that 
he.buys the garbage from the con- 
tractor who purchases all the gar- 
bage from the camp. ;

Salaries 


Here is a simple suggestion 
which would save the Government 
millions, 


As the law stands, a man coming 
into the Government cannot be 
hired for the figure of $5,000 or 
$6,000, but must get one or another 
of the fixed Government ratings, 
such as $4,600 or $5,600 or $6,500. 

Many a man has come to Wash- 
ington from the business world in 
the last few years, willing to work 
for $5,000, But there is no Govern- 
ment rating at that figure, so he is 
offered $4,600, and if he won't take 
that, he must be paid $5,600. 

Likewise, if he is a $7,000 man, 
willing to work for that figure but 
but not for less, he must be given 


000. 

Literally hundreds of men have 
come into the War Production 
Board at salaries $500 or $1,000 
more than they would have ac- 
cepted, simply because the Reclass- 
ification Act of 1923 establishes the 
figures of $4,600, $5,600 and $6,500, 
with no elasticity. 

The same waste resulis in the 
field of promotion. To keep good 
men these days, Government agen- 
cies are obliged to give promotions 
without waiting for the 2'%-year 
period required by Civil Service. 

So the agencies resort to evasion. 
They reclassify the employee by 
writing up a new job for him at a 
higher salary level. He might be 
satisfied with a $500 raise, but re- 
classification means that he gets at 
least $900 more, ‘or even $1,500 
more, 

A simple change of the law 
would save hundreds of dollara in 
thousands of cases, 
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to dinner and can still get jugged 
hare or pigeon you are lucky. The 
Tea is almost undrinkable, and the 
coffee is not much better. Milk 
has just been loosened up to round 
out the diet—and high time, be- 
cauuse I have noticed that some of 
my friends seem drawn and pallid.

One surprising thing is that in a 
dozen or so offices I have visited 
there have been no changes what- 
ever either in personnel or in the 
location of the offices. Washington 
wouldn't believe that possible be- 
cause there they move out on you 
while you are at lunch, and every 
time you call you must make the 
acquaintance of a new crew that 
has taken over since the week be- 
fore, 

Here the war organization seems 
to be shaken down and stable. 
Everybody in the same groove as 
two years ago. I walked into the 
ministry of information and picked 
up where I left off in the summer 


of 1941, as if I had been away only 
a week. 

The big change here is the 
Americans. This is a little Wash- 
ington, American uniforms and 
American civilians are everywhere, 
You can't walk into a hotel lobby 
or into the neighborhood of the 
American embassy without seeing 
old friends just in from the States.

“Dig or Die” is the title of an 
article in the June issue of the 
Infantry Journal, and many *long- 
distance observers who decided too 
soon that modern warfare has elim- 
inated the defensive may be sur- 
prised.

Defences of concrete and steel 
have proved less effective than was 
hoped in the days of the, Maginot 
Line and many others, but Col. 
Hall cites one case where they 
were useful. In Stalingrad “the 
chaotic mass of ruin and rubble 
produced by early bombing pre- 
cluded the accurate location and 
designation of Russian atrategic 
points.”

The point is important for there 
are many who would find the 
whole meaning of Democracy in its 
co-operative nature; who would 
seek the regeneration of the hu- 
man species in the love of man for 
man; and who would sacrifice the 
individual's love of the Creator to 
the welfare of society, But Democ- 
racy is not only or even primar- 
ily co-operative. It is also authori- 
tative. For above and beyond its 
recognition of the value of human 
associations, above even its desire 
to promote peace among men of 
good will, Democracy fixes its gaze 
on a mercy and a justice that are 
external 

It is because it is committed thus 
to seek the whole, the good, the 
true, and to hold them up to the 
eyes of men; it is because it will 
sacrifice every temporal good, 
wreck every temporal order, for the 
sake of truth and righteousness that 
Democracy is authoritative, and 
they reckon ill indeed who fail to 
take into consideration this aspect 
of the truly Democratic state. 

If Democracy, then, is co-oper- 
ative because it recognizes the es- 
sential brotherhood of man and 
the need of social unity, it is 
authoritative because, fixing its 
gaze on the eternal verities, it 
recognizes the Fatherhood of 
God. 

It demands of the individual not 
only independence and serenity of 
soul amidst the ordinary give and 
take of market place and forum, 
but it also demands of him a cer- 
tain heroism in the service of the 
unseen. It requires of him that his 
inner moral disposition as well as 
his overt acts should conform to 
the ultimate, rather than to the 
proximate or antecedent and of all 
human associations—which is the 
virtuous life. 

Democracy demands of the in- 
dividual a conformance to a Jaw 
that is above the law of human as- 
sociations. I say “demands,” but 
perhaps the word “assumes” would 
be better in this connection, for in- 
deed such is the emphasis placed 
on the individual will by Democ- 
racy, that no truly Democratic state 
could endure for any length of 
time unless it were possible to as- 
sume within the breast of the citi- 
zen a measure of assent to the 
Proposition, “The state is not well 
served unless God is served first.” 


CAUSE OF JUSTICE 

Encased in this armor of collect- 
ive good will, Democracy advances 
with apparent recklessness against 
injustice, prejudice an? unreason. 
In defiance of the warnings of tra- 
dition and precedent, i’ seeks con- 
tinually new methods of approach 
to its goal. It is found treading 
paths never trod before and sailing 
uncharted seas, and since it is far 
from infallible, it frequently makes 
mistakes that would be fatal were 
the goal of its desire a less lofty 
one. 

It does not fear the charge of in- 
consistency and is even willing to 
be called illogical provided it can 
be right. It will support the Barons 
againg! a King John and a King Ed- 
ward against the Barons with equal 
facility and success, It will preach 
disunity to George III and union to 
Jefferson Davis, It will oppose to 
the death regimentation practiced 
by a Hitler and hail enthusiastical- 
ly the regimentation of a Franklin 
D. Roosevelt. 

UNDERSTAND POWER 

It is because of this quality in 
Democracy that Americans under- 
stand power. In times of crisis, they 
are willing to place a practically 
unlimited power in the hands of 
the state. That is why Hilaire Bel- 
loc called America “the strongest 
Monarchy in the face of the earth.” 
However, they would always have 
this power informed and directed 
by moral purpose. For Americans 
are incapable of conceiving of a 
State that has rights but no duties, 
or of a ruler who would say: “I am 
the Law:” 

That is also why, if America 
ever committed herself to a cause 
which she believed to be just—and 
under Heaven she would commit 
herself to no other—there would be 
only two alternatives open to her: 
1 Vasiety or Annihilation. 


SPIRITUAL REVOLUTION 

We should now be able to under- 
stand the nature of this most recent 
universal threat and it should be 
clear why I have said that an inter- 
jor revolution (within ourselves) as 
well as an external one (within our 
strategy) must be accomplished 
before this war is won. 

The attack of the Axis threat- 
ens Democracy because it threat- 
ens Christianity. Moreover this 
attack was made possible, Hitler 
was placed in a position of power, 
Japan was given her opportunity 
for successful ili-doing, by the 
dereliction of Christian men. 
There is no shadow of a doubt 
here. 

Now does anyone suppose that 
we beve a Chinaman's chance to 
win except by a complete return 
to Christian principles in our pri- 


on strategy, “popular strategy”, It 
has now become a book on theo- 
logy. I can only hope that, in this 
respect also, it will turn out to be 
“popular.” For, as I have said, this 
is a people's war and, if the people 
are going to win it, they are going 
to have to understand strategy, And 
they are going to have to under- 
stand theology too, for it is also a 
religious war in which the child- 
ren of the Faith are engaged with 
the powers of darkness.

Let us show Hitler that, if 
it is dangerous to neglect the “ba- 
taillon carre,” it is even more dang- 
erous to neglect the Holy Ghost, 
and as we advance the colors 
against the New Paganism, let us 
repeat the Creed of the Ancient 
Christendom:

weakness of the abdominal muscles | 
where these muscles are allowed to! 
become flabby and soft due to lack! 
of exercise; neglect in the matter | 
of attending to evacuation at a} 
regular time; nervous Strain, Ire 
regular in regard to mealtime; mis- | 
use of laxatives; spastee colitis; and | 
mechanical causes due to prolap- |

(Presumably this was a refer- 
ence to the stopping of the Joe

New Committee Meets 
Participant Sports Adopted 
As Wartime Project in U.S. 


WASHINGTON, June 17.—(AP)—The United States 
government officially adopted participant sports yesterday 


aS a war project but spectato 


r sports such as big-time base- 


ball and football were mentioned only incidentally in the 


proceedings. 

The occasion was the first 
meeting of the new committee on 
physical fitness of the Federal 
Security Agency, which dis- 
cussed @ campaign for body- 
building activities. . 


John B. Kelly of Philadelphia, | 


chairman of the committee key- 
noted the session with the asser- 
tion that “schoolmasters have been 
spending too much time in cram- 
ming—but you can't stop Hitler 
with perfect English.” 

The noted oarsman contended 
the automobile and “other gadgets” 
had made the country soft and said 
the purpose of the committee was 
to make America “physically con- 
scious”. 

Paul V. McNutt, F.S.A. admin- 
istrator, said the committee and 
the “war time council on physical 
fitness” to be organized with it, 
would seck to “promote the fullest 
assumption of responsibility for 
physical fitness in schools and col- 
leges, tn the various (federal) 
programming agencies interested 
in this field, and the establishment 
of effective state and community 
organizations,” 

George M. Trautman, president 
of the American Association, is a 
member of the committee named 
by McNutt but the only interest 
expressed in spectator sports was 
connected with the effect that the 
continuance of such _ activities 
might have toward stimulating in- 
terest in body building. i 

The committee included a 
selective service representative 
but F.S.A. officials said their in- 
terest was in cutting the percent- 
age of physical rejections among 
draft registrants, without concern 
over deferments for Athletes. 

Representatives of all govern- 
ment agencies having any connec- 
tion with sports, .and of sports 
groups and civic organizations in- 
terested in physical training, will 
be included in the war time coun- 
cil to be named later.

Drilling at the Home Oils, 70 
miles west, has stopped; and the 
Altoba company capped the gas 
well it drilled as a test well 60 
miles south. Gas in sufficient 
quantities to be sure of a reserve 
field, if the Calgary supply ever 
fails, was said So have been found.

Ready for Subs, Aircraft 


Aided by the hardy district residents, military authorities have 


set up an elaborate detection system in the Gaspe peninsula to 
meet the menace of enemy U-boat and possible aerial raiders. 


In 


this story a Canadian Press reporter touring the peninsula tells 
of the detection system in operation—EDITOR,

A ST. LAWRENCE RIVER PORT, June 17.—(CP)— 
The letters “ADC” given over the telephone are a magic com- 
bination in the Gaspe area these days. 


They mean aircraft detection * 
corps, as this reporter learned 
when he spun the call handle of 
an ancient waliphone, interrupt- 
ing a conversation on a multi- 
party line, and heard a cool voice 
asking: 

“Your report please?” 

It .was only a test but had he 
réported the presence of a U-boat | 
or enemy aircraft he would have 
launched offensive action that 
would have made it plenty hot for 
the invader. Briefly, that action 
would have been the concentration | 
of military naval and air force in 
the vicinity where the maurauder 
was seen. 


NEW DEFENCE SYSTEM 

That is the operation of the de- 
tection corps section of “Les Guet- 
teurs’—the guerilla coast watchers 
—the new civilian-service defence 
system in the Gaspe area. Anybody 
can get the regional report station 
just by picking up the receiver and 
giving the “ADC” signal. The port 
centre does the rest. 

“And we have had an enthusias- 
tic response,” explained L. J, A. 
Chevron, regional A.D.C. director 
with headquarters near Rimouski, 
far down the St. Lawrence river's 
south shore. 

“When the ships were being 
‘sunk along our coast last year 
the people were not organized. 
All they needed was a directive. 
Since the new combined set-up 
has been in operation, however, 
and since our organizers have es- 
tablished community educational 
programs, we get-an enthusi- 
astic response.” 

Mr. Chevron, a government sig- 
nal service operator for the past 25 
years, explained that “most of the 
reports these days concern the 
location of our own aircraft and 
shipping but the navy and air force 
like us to keep tabs on air and 
ship movements, even though it 
concerns their own equipment.” 


CAN HANDLE MINES 

He said the detection corps 
have also been trained in the re- 
porting and handling of mines that 
might be laid around Gaspe coasts 
by aircraft or submarine. “We 
want to be prepared for every pos- 
sibility,” he added. 

Silhouettes of submarines and 
aircraft have been widely circulat- 
ed in private homes, taverns, pub- 
lic notice boards and in church ves- 
tibules and Mr. Chevron says this 
has helped in training the residents 
in distinguishing freindly craft, 
thus cutting down the number of 
false alarms. -

WASHINGTON, June 17.—(AP) 
—A hint that other enemy agents

Inquiries are already being re- 
ceived from hunters in the United 
States regarding prospects of the 
coming season, officials of the pro- 
Vincial government game branch 
announced in Edmonton,

Food rationing regulations that 

affect hunting parties have been 
the subject of queries reaching the 
provincial department. Speqal pro- 
visions are made under the ration 
law which allows parties going into 
isolated sections of the country, 
more than the stipulated amount 
of rationed commodities. 


The Alberta game branch point- 
ed out today that the bag limit for 
ducks in the province was already 
12 per day, the maximum allowed 
under international agreement. The 
question had been raised whether 
the Alberta limit would be in- 
creased, as an inerease was being 
considered by the Manitoba com- 
mission, The Manitoba limit, how- 
ever, is eight per day at present, 
and this would be raised to 12.

Children can be lured to do 
many things they would refuse 

instantly if they felt they were 

being forced. Since getting a 
thing done ic the important thing, 
as well as helping the child to 
like it, mothers should be up and 
about the business of learning 
some of these tricks of the trade 
of motherhood. 

You know and I know when a 
mother says in a_ business-like 
voice, “It's time for your bath, now, 
hustle up and get your clothes off,” 
this seldom brings the expected re- 
sponse.

WASHINGTON. — The Anzac 
garden celebration yesterday af- 
ternoon was a touching ceremony.

ment,” Mrs. Hardy said. “If we take 
this approach, Canada may benefit 
by the accumulated skill, facilities | 
and knowledge of her women when 
the war is over.” 


NO IDLENESS 

Canadian women, she warned 
would not be satisfied to be idle 
when peace comes. Total war had 
brought women definitely into 
national life and they must prepare 
themselves for a coming transition 
in their “design-for-living.” 

“The hardest task Canadian 
women (of national organizations) 
have faced in the past four years 
has been to convince women that 
the maintaining of their homes is 
a definite war job.

It was a credit to auctioneer 
Clyde Smith and money in the 

bank for the Kinsmen, when a 
picture of Their Majesties King 
George and Queen Elizabeth, 
taken in the Edmonton Canadian 
Nationa! station on the occasion 
of their visit here in 1939, was 
sold 81 times, and realized the 
sum of $230. Total sales in the 
first hour were valued at $500. 

Donations, it was stated, amount- 
ed to $275 in cash; voucher values 
totalled $200 more. Donations of 
goods included five tri-lite lamps 
from one departmental _ store, 
valued at $125; a dining room suite 
from a second, valued at $150; a 
breakfast suite from a third, value 
$75. 

Also given to be auctioned were 
50 pairs of shoes, 50 dresses, 100 
pounds of lard, over $200 worth of 
groceries, second-hand suits. And, 
slyly, to make it easier for the 
buyer to buy and carry more, 500 
shopping bags (also donated) were 
sold for a nickle each.

An antique gun with 11 notches 
in it was also offered for sale; 
while for other sports were offered 
tennis rackets, golf clubs and 
Y.W.C.A. swim tickets. 

There were auto supplies and 
plumbing supplies, and even a 
voucher for $30 worth of work on 
somebody's car. Fifty bags of spuds 
had been presented to the Kinsmen 
for their sale, four bags of wheat, 
sacks of chicken feed and chick 
starter; 20 dozen eggs and a quan- 
tity of dressed fowl literally flew 
from salesman to buyer. A few 
landed on the ground, but that 
didn't matter, At 75 cents a bird, 
nobody’s pocketbook or pride was 
hurt.

Almost everything 
there had been donated, and pies, 
hot-dogs, soft drinks and the like, 
were eagerly sought. Donated to the 
booth were 100 dozen buns and 50 
pounds of weiners. Youngest mem- 
ber of the “staff” was Jackie Hor- 
ner, a 96 street resident, who dug 
in at 8 am. Wednesday, and was 
still trying to keep the coolers filled 
with refreshing drinks when the 
rain came.
